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The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Prescot  Urban  District  Council 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  Prescot 
Urban  District  Council  for  the  year  1969  and  to  inform  the  Council  that 
the  health  of  the  community  has  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  dropped  from  13,320  last  year  to 
13,200  in  1969,  this  is  higher  than  the  I96I  census  of  13,077  persons* 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  home  population,  before  any  adjust¬ 
ment  is  made,  is  higher  than  the  national  average,  16*8  as  compared 
with  16*3  for  England  and  Wales*  The  number  of  live  births  in  the  area 
was  the  lowest  for  the  past  5  years. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  whereas  the  stillbirth  rate  is  considerably  lower.  These 
statistics  should  be  considered  in  conjunction  with  one-another*  This 
particularly  applies  to  stillbirths  and  neo-natal  deaths  in  the  first 
week  of  life. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  disease  fell  considerably  during 
the  year,  from  211  in  1968  down  to  65*  The  number  of  measles  cases 
were  noteworthy  at  33  this  year  compared  to  182  last  year* 

During  the  year,  Mr.  C.  J.  Hulme  retired  from  the  post  of  Public 
Health  Inspector  which  he  had  held  since  1935?  a  period  of  34  years 
with  the  Council.  I  should  like  to  record  the  valuable  contribution 
he  made  during  that  period  to  the  environmental  health  of  the  community 
and  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  and  assistance  he 
gave  me  during  the  period  I  knew  him.
